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ROCHESTER 350th ANNIVERSARY MEDALS 
TO HAVE ERRORS CORRECTED 

The attractive medals issued for the 350th 
anniversary of Rochester, N.H., were very 
well accepted by most recipients. However, 
a few sharp eyed folks in the Rochester area 
came up with an astonishing discovery. Three 
of the four dates on the medal were incor- 
rect. 

The first 1722 was correct, but the second 
should have been 1728. The third date 
should have been 1737 instead of 1727, and 
the last date should have been 1891 instead 
of 1897. How could this have happened? 
Strange as it may seem, the last mistake was 
made by the local artist who copied it wrong 
from the City Seal. The other two were made 
by the firm that struck the medals. Due to 
pressure of time to have medals ready for 
delivery at the April N.H.N.A. meeting, the 
committee did not get a chance for thorough 
checking of a die trial. 

What should be done? More than half the 
medals had been sold and delivered. How- 
ever, committee treasurer, Leon Savoy, had 
a good record on most of the silver and gold 
plated sets. The purchasers were notified 
that they could return their medals and have 
them replaced with corrected medals. Some 
of those in the Rochester area accepted the 
offer, but most decided to keep the errors. 
Several ordered a corrected set in addition. 

Results? All the silver and gold plated sets 
have now been sold except those which will 
be sold at auction. The total number of 
corrected sets to be struck is 105, of which 
three are presentation sets. The auction 
will include numbers 1 through 11, 13 through 
15, and one or more other sets. Anyone in- 
terested in the auction may enter bids by 
mail, or receive notification of time and 
place by writing to Rochester, N.H., Bicen- 
tennial Committee c/o W. S. Rich, Box 391, 
Concord, N.H. Bronze medals may be ordered 
at $3 each postpaid from Leon Savoy, 20 Holly 
St., Concord, N.H., in either variety. 

Possibly a highlight of the auction may be a 
unique die trial piece in lead struck from 
the die before the final correction, when 
through misunderstanding the last date was 
changed to 1791 instead of 1891. This is 
the only item struck from the die in that 
state. This could be the rarest item in any 
N.H. collection.

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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 6, National Bank Notes 

The National Banking Act of 1863 enabled the government to grant charters to banks, which 
were then allowed to issue their own notes up to 90% of the par value of U.S. Government 
bonds deposited with the government. Each bank had its own charter number on notes issued 
after 1875. Charters were valid for 20 years and could be renewed. 

Before July 1875, National Bank Notes were produced in New York City by the American, 
Continental, or National Bank Note Company, with their imprints appearing on the notes. 

The Treasury Seal and Serial numbers were added later at the Treasury Department in 
Washington. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing started printing the face of the notes 
in 1875, while the backs were still printed in New York, except the black portion of the 
$5-notes which was printed by the Columbian Bank Note Company, Washington. In 1877, the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving took over all the printing. 


First Charter Notes 


Spencer M. Clark, in 1862, conceived the plan for National Banks to issue their own cur- 
rency, and Secretary of the Treasury, Salmon P. Chase, native of Cornish, N.H., approved, 
directing Clark to invite artists and engravers to submit proposed designs. Clark had 
previously suggested historic pictures be used for the backs of 1862 "greenbacks" such 
as that on lower right in our inside cover showing Salmon P. Chase. However, they were 
used on the National Currency instead, making a most attractive series. 

The $1 shows "Concordia" - two maidens clasping hands before an alter bearing U.S. coat 
of arms, representing the new union brought about by the aid of Heaven, and the eventual 
return to peace. The reverse shows "Landing of the Pilgrims." The Coat of Arms of the 
State of issue is at the left on all denominations, balanced by an American Eagle at the 
right. The original series has a seal with points of "rays" around outside. The First 
National Bank of Hillsborough, N.H., shows rare Jeffries & Spinner signature combination. 
Colby & Spinner or Allison & Spinner, preceding and following combinations are more 
plentiful for all denominations. 

The Second National Bank of Laconia note shows the scalloped seal used from 1875 on all 
denominations, along with one of the three more common signature combinations, Allison 
and Gilfillan. Allison & New and Allison & Wyman are the other two common combinations 
which preceded this. Scofield and Gilfillan is a scarcer combination which followed. 
Officers of the local bank also signed, usually the President and Cashier. 

The "Lazy 2" notes are scarce and popular for their unusual design, with large 2 on its 
side. The "Stars and Stripes" shows maiden unfurling the American Flag. Reverse shows 
Sir Walter Raleigh demonstrating to King of England the use of tobacco brought from 
America. Sheets usually contained three $l-note and one $2, with same serial number, but 
the check letters A, B, and C distinguish the $l-notes, and show position in sheet. One 
of 3 banks issued sheets of two $1 and two $2 was the City National Bank of Manchester, N.H . 

We took the liberty of including the first $1 Legal Tender note on our cover since we 
feel that notes showing a New Hampshire native belong in a collection of New Hampshire 
notes, and Chase's blessing helped bring about the issue of the National Bank Notes. 

Chase is also shown on a rare $10 Compound Interest note and $10 Interest Bearing Notes, 
as well as a $1,000 Interest Bearing Note and $10,000 Federal Reserve notes, both large 
and small size, plus the $10,000 gold certificate. Daniel Webster is another N.H. 
native found on U.S. currency including the $10 Legal Tender "Jackass" notes in several 
varieties.

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The dates on National Bank Notes do not always indicate the date the charter was granted, 
nor the date the notes were issued. Nor do the dates indicate the term of office of the 
Treasury officials, whose signatures appear on the notes. Plates engraved with the U.S. ™ 
Treasurer and Register of the Treasury were frequently used after the officials left of- 
fice. The date appearing on the note is usually (hut not always) later than the granting 
of the Charter. Some banks organized late in the First Charter period continued to issue 
1875 Series notes until 1902. Some notes issued as late as 1922 bear signatures that could 
have been originally engraved only in the 1890 's. 

The First Charter Period was February 25, 1863, to July 11, 1882. Once a bank was chartered 
during this period it kept issuing the same notes for 20 years. Thus a bank chartered in 
the first half of 1882 would issue First Charter Notes into 1902. If this bank were char- 
tered in 1882 before April 12, its First Re-Charter Notes in 1902 would have been brown 
backs, but if it were chartered between April 12 and July 12, 1882, its first re-charter 
notes would have been the red seals of the third charter period and this bank would not 
have issued any notes of the Second Charter Period. 

When two unlike serial numbers appear on the face of a note, one is the Treasury Serial 
Number showing the running total of all such sheets printed for all banks in the country. 

The other is the Bank Serial Number which indicates the number of sheets printed for the 
individual bank. The Treasury Serial Number was discontinued after August 22, 1925, and 
the Bank Serial Number was repeated in its place. 

All National Bank Notes beginning with the series of 1875 bore the charter number of the 
bank. In a future issue we plan to list all New Hampshire banks issuing notes with their 
charter number and date chartered.
